LONDON, March 1> (fl — Soviet 
Premlar Oaorgl Malenkov »aid Fri- 
day night BussJa "takes a strong 
sUnd against the policy of a cold 
war" because this policy is prenara- 
tlon for a "world slaughter" that 
would destroy rlvilliatlon. ^ 

Campaigning over Moscow radio 
for-a pari lament- aaat-lB »iaxt Sita- 
day's on* p»Tty elections, Malenk' 
said: 

"We stand for peaceful economic 
competition ot the Soviet union with 
alt capitalist countries', including, of 
course, the United States. The So- 
viet government Is consistently fol- 
lowing the view that any contro- 
versial question of today, difficult as 
It may be, can be solved by peaceful 
means. 

"it is generally recognlEed." he 
added, "that 19[>3 brought some eas- 
ing of world tension." He said the 
Soviet government "stands tor a 
further reduction," and it Is only s 
"myth" that she plans aggression. 

A third world war, "with' the ex- 
istence of modem means of destruc- 
tion, would mean destruction of 
world elvllliatlon.'' Malenkov de- 
clared.

__for IdaJio, s he ahould have f ranked the let- 
tera herself." 

To clarify thla atatiment, Budge pointed 
oot that Mm. Pfoat waa elected In 1882, over 
Rep. John T. Wood, whom ahe criticized In 
the campaign for his extremely heavy frank- 
ing operations. 

Although she declined to comment specif-

It li* about five 
times as distant from the sun as Is 
our earth and requires almost la 
years to make a round trip com- 
pared with the one y ear for ui. Also , 
like our earth, it bHIHm only be- 
cause the sun Illuminates It. The 
stars, like the sun, are extremely hot 
and self-luminous. 

In the early 1600'e, OalUeo, 
throligh his newly invented teie- 
ocops, discovered that Jupiter had 
Jour large moons revolving around 
-lU-Otbers,-stllI small u. have sines 
b«en discovered so tbst nt present 
la enclrcllnc moons are known. 
Number 13 was found only recently. 

A few years ago when tha "flylnf 
saucer" excitement was running 
hlih, I WBS often called out ot bed 
by soine excited observer who was 
nire Jupiter was a hostile crsft from 
■ neighboring planet, I always ap- 
preciate telephone calls even tn tha 
midst of sieeptng hours when thers 
Is some unusual display In the 
heavens, but I did get a little tired 
being called out so often to observe 
Jupiter.
